PREFACE, 


part of the collection presented to the Royal Society in 1667 

by Henry Howard (afterwards 6th Duke of Norfolk), whose 

grandfather, the Earl of Arundel, had purchased a great 
portion of it during his Embassy to Vienna in 1636. A 
number of the books so purchased are said to have come from 
he collection formed at Buda by Matthias Corvinus, King of 
Hungary, after whose death they passed, in the last years of the 
15th or early in the 16th century, into the possession of Bilibaldus 
Pirckheimer of Nuremberg, whose bookplate (by Durer) or 
illuminated arms appear in many of them (see Frontispiece), 


T? majority of the books catalogued below originally formed 


John Evelyn, in his Diary, states that it was at his instigation 
that Henry Howard presented the collection to the Royal Society. 
“This gentleman,’ as Evelyn says, ‘had so little inclination to 
books, that it was the preservation of them from embezzlement.” 
A further entry of Evelyn’s, dated 29th August, 1678, gives an 
account of his receipt of the collection on behalf of the Society. 
‘J procured for our Society,” he says, “‘ besides printed books, near 
one hundred MSS., some in Greek of great concernment. The 
printed books being of the oldest impressions, are not the less 
valuable ; I esteem them almost equal to MSS.... Many of these 
books had been presented by Popes, Cardinals and great persons 
to the Earls of Arundel and the Dukes of Norfolk; and the late 
magnificent Earl of Arundel bought a noble library in Germany, 
which is in this collection. I should not, for the honour I bear 
the family, have persuaded the Duke to part with these, had I not 
seen how negligent he was of them, suffering the priests and every- 
body to carry away and dispose of what they pleased; so that 
abundance of rare things are irrevocably gone.”’ 


In 1830, the Royal Society, with a view to increasing the 
scientific resources of the Society, disposed of the greater part of 
the manuscripts in the collection to the Trustees of the British 


iV PREFACE. 


Museum. A selected portion of the books remaining is now 
offered for sale, with the object of forming an “ Arundel Fund” 
for the purchase of scientific books for the Society’s Library. 


The collection is specially rich in tracts of the Reformation 
period, including more than one-hundred by Martin Luther, and a 
large number from other hands (suchas Erasmus, Melanchthon and 
others) which have reference to Luther and to questions connected 
with the Reformation. 


Among the more important single books may be mentioned 
John Eliot’s translation into the Massachusetts Indian language 
of Richard Baxter’s “A call to the Unconverted,” in the original 
boards. No other copy appears to be known of this work, printed 
in an edition of one thousand copies at Cambridge, Mass., in-1664. 
A copy of Eliot’s Indian Bible, 1661-1663, is also present. 


An interesting copy of the Second Folio’ Edition of Shake- 
speare’s Plays shows a state of the title-page of which no other 
example has come to our notice. The lines immediately above 
and below the portrait have been set too close together, and are 
printed on top of the plate mark, almost obscuring on the lower 
edge the artist’s inscription. 

Among other books of interest are Caxton’s second edition of 
the Canterbury Tales, lacking 20 leaves, 1484, and Pynson’s 
edition, 1493 ; Fust’s Liber. Sextus Decretalium, 1465, and Cicero, 
De Officiis, 1466, both printed on vellum and illuminated; a 
collection of scarce Italian. tracts, mostly ballads and poems, 
printed in Venice, and illustrated with woodcuts; and a very fine 
set of Direr’s Epitome, Great Passion and Apocalypse, the latter 
complete with the rare title-page. 


We should add that for many of the above notes we are 
indebted to the interesting preface by Mr. R. Farquharson Sharp 
to the “Catalogue of a Collection of Early meine Books in the 
Library of the Royal Society,” 1910.
